Chicago, July 24.—The steamer Eastland, carrying 2SOO 


passengers/capsized in the Chicago river today. 


Hundreds of picknickers were trapped in the vessel's holds, 


other hundreds were hurled into the water and scores were 
caught in the wrecked chute as she settled to the bottom. 


The police estimate of the dead varied from four to eight 


hundred. No accurate; information as to the number of vic- 
tims, the officers of the boat declare, is to be had until the holds 
of the vessel can be searched. 


The. boat was crowded with employes of the Western Elec- 


tric Gompany bound for Michigan City, Indiana. There were 
fifteen boat loads of the picnickers all in holiday attire-crowd- 
i n g the steamer docks. -

. The.Eastland was just swinging away from the Clark Street 


dock into' the river and starting for Lake Michigan, when sud- 
denly.and without warning/the big steamer careened,toward 
(ho norlh side ofthe river, and toppled over. 


Hundreds of women and children were on the boat. When 


she started to go" over those who were on deck were tipped 
into the river with no time to reach the life boats. Of the pas- 
sengers on board there were fully five hundred below decks 
who did not have a chance to escape.':

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The Farm Automobile. 


All are familiar with the wonderful improvements that have 


been made in farm machinery.and implements in the last fifty 
years. A.great many of the labor J^yJng machines and uten- 
sils have been invented within niajtjime, with- tfie result-that 
in a considerable degree fanning is'a proposition quite differ- 
ent from what it was in the old clays when practically all of the 
work had to be done by hand. Now but little of it is done en- 
tirely by .hand. 'Hiere is hardly any sort of farm work; in 


, 
which-machinery or devices of one kind or another do not 
play an important part. 


And'the.latest and one of Ihe most important additions to 


the'farmer's outfit is the automobile, strange as this statement 
would have sounded a fw years ago. When he automobile 
came into being it was regarded purely as a pleasure vehicle for 


\ ihe rich. It was considered io possess but little practical utility 


and it was not supposed that the price of the machines would 
ever place them within the reach of people of ordinary means. 


But all this has,changed. The automobile has proved to be 


intensely practical as a business vehicle, and Ihe price has 
dropped and is still dropping a I a rale which makes [he pro- 
curement of a machine a secondary consideration. The av- 
erage farmer can'have one if he chooses, and in this connec- 
tion (he only question for him to decide is h'ow long he can 
afford t'o be without one. 


.Western farmers began buying automobiles long ago, but 


. their "introduction among the farmers of the East has been 
slower. But many eastern farmers/are now buying and it is 
safe to say that the time is not far distant when a farm without 
an automobile of some sort will be considered as defective in 


. equipment as a farm without a mowing machine. 


It is not necessary (o point out wherein-lies (he value of an 


automobile lo ihe farmer. .11 means quick (rips to market,'(he 


' saving- of lime and horseflesh and a general quickening up of 


his business. There are machines designed for boih business 


.and pleasure and (hese will be found highly useful on the 


farm. .The necessary investment is no longer prohibitive to 
the farmer of ordinary means, and he is going to have one. 
Not now, perhaps, but soon. 


T.he farrii: automobile is no longer a curiosity, and within 


ten yjears it will be almost as common as the farm horse. And 
then will,arise the old, ol'd question—"How did we ever get 
aloii'g without it?" :
